Report  of  Trustees  of  Central  Cemetery 


During  the  past  year  17  lots  have  been  sold,  leaving 
115  remaining  out  of  a  total  of  314,  as  shown  on  the  plan 
of  the  Cemetery.  If  the  demand  for  lots  continue,  it  will 
be  but  a  few  years  before  all  are  taken  and  the  question 
arises  as  to  enlarging  the  cemetery.  The  only  feasible 
way  to  do  so  seems  to  be  to  acquire  land  belonging  to 
Horace  A.  Locke,  and  the  Congregational  parsonage.  If 
this  can  be  done  a  connection  can  be  made  with  the  Ceme- 
tery in  the  rear  of  the  Congregational  Church  and  a  road 
built  from  the  church  through  this  land,  which  would  make 
it  much  more  convenient  to  use  when  funerals  are  held  in 
the  church,  by  avoiding  the  electric  road.  The  cost  of  the 
addition  and  fencing  would  be  more  than  met  by  the  sale 
of  lots.  The  trustees  would  feel  encouraged  to  enter  into 
negotiations  with  the  owners  of  the  land  if  a  vote  in  town 
meeting  to  that  effect  was  passed.  The  trustees  have  vot- 
ed heretofore  to  pay  to  the  town  treasurer  yearly  whatever 
sum  has  accumulated  from  sale  of  lots,  after  paying  the 
necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  care  and  improvement 
of  the  cemetery,  but  reference  to  article  5  of  the  by-laws 
will  show  that  they  were  not  required  to  do  so,  as  that 
particular  article  says,  that  "all  monies  received  from  the 
town  or  from  sale  of  lots,  shall  be  appropriated  by  the 
trustees  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  care  and 
improvement  of  said  cemetery." 

As  it  will  not  be  many  years  before  the  lots  are  all 
taken,  and  after  that  no  income  will  be  available  by  which 
the  trustees  can  take  proper  care  of  the  avenues,  sidewalks, 
fences,  trees,  &c.,  it  would  seem  advisable  that  hereafter 
all  money  received  from    sale   of    lots    shall  be  put  into  a

fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  used  in  taking  care  of 
the  Cemetery.  Twelve  original  interments  and  43  re- 
interments were  made  in  the  cemetery  during  the  past  year,

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


In  a  free  republic,  all  the  citizens  should  be  educated 
and  intelligent.  Every  one  should  be  able  to  read  and 
understand  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state  and  na- 
tion. Ignorant  voters  are  a  danger  to  the  republic.  Be- 
lieving it  for  the  common  good,  we  would  ask  your  sup- 
port of  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution,  re- 
quiring the  educational  test  as  a  right  of  suffrage. 

The  legislature  of  1901  enacted  a  law  that  any  town 
not  maintaining  a  high  school,  or  school  of  corresponding 
grade,  properly  equipped,  and  having  at  least  one  four 
years  course,  and  teaching  such  subjects  as  are  required 
for  admission  to  college,  technical  school  and  normal 
school,  said  school  to  be  approved  by  the  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  shall  pay  for  the  tuition  of 
any  child  who  with  parents  or  guardian  resides  in  said 
town  and  who  attends  a  high  school  or  academy  in  the 
same  or  another  town  or  city  in  this  state,  and  the  parent 
or  guardian  of  such  child  shall  notify  the  school  board  of 
the  district  in  which  he  resides  of  the  high  school  or  acade- 
my which  he  has  determined  to  attend. 

Under  this  law  our  town  has  paid  over  one  thousand 
dollars  for  tuition  during  the  past  year.  At  the  present 
time,  twenty-seven  pupils  are  attending  school  out  of  town 
and  having  their  tuition  paid.  Our  schools  have  been  un- 
der the  same  able  and  competent  teachers  during  the  whole 
year  and  the  pupils  have  made  great  progress  as  a  whole. 

During  the  spring  term  the  attendance  was  interrupted 
by  the  measles  and  whooping  cough. 

It  has  been  our  painful  duty  to  dismiss  two  scholars 
from  school  during  the  year  for  gross   misconduct  and  for 


neglect  and  refusal  to  conform   to  the  reasonable  rules  of 
the  school. 

During  the  year  we  have  introduced  in  our  schools 
the  medial  system  of  penmanship,  the  Hawthorne  Read- 
ers, Scudder's  Histories  and  Metcalf's  Grammars, 

The  average  cost  of  total  expenditures  per  pupil  for 
the  school  year  in  our  schools  was  $17.22,  the  average  for 
Rockingham  County  was  $18.67,  the  average  for  the  State 
was  $19.67,  and  for  Portsmouth  was  $28.00,  including  all 
grades  from  the  primary  to  the  high  school. 

We  have  some  children  in  our  schools  who  are  tardy 
a  large  part  of  the  time.  We  would  remind  the  parents 
that  it  is  very  important  that  their  children  should  be  in 
school  and  ready  for  work  on  time.  If  this  bad  habit  is 
continued  through  life  they  will  find  that  those  doing  bus- 
iness have  no  use  for  one  who  is  always  late  to  his  work.
